The GEM Flush Valve is a sturdy, re- 
liable valve of plain design and finish, 
suitable for closets used in buildings of the 
cheaper class, and is furnished only in four 
styles. 

The GEM is the ideal flush valve for 
stall, flat-back and pedestal urinals in all 
classes of buildings. 

The GEM is furnished only in the 
Nickel or Chromium Plated Exposed Type 
with metal or china oscillating handle, 
slip joint connections at valve and spud, 
and bent tube elbow for back or side spud 
fixtures. 

The GEM has outside control for 

regulating the amount of flush without 
shutting off the water or disturbing the 
by-pass; this regulation is easily secured 
without skill. 

The GEM has a non-clogging by- pass 

protected by a phosphor bronze screen. 

The GEM has the unique SLOGO seat 
which is reversible, insures quiet operation 
and is easily replaced.

NOTE : The amount of flush 
is increased or decreased by 
raising or lowering screw (S) 
without shutting off the 
water. 

NOTE: The by-pass is pro- 
tected by a bronze screen 
one hundred times its area. 




Gem Flush Valve 

Operating the handle (H) tilts auxiliary valve (A) and 
relieves the pressure above the moving parts which are 
then lifted by the pressure below. 

The moving parts are stopped by the regulating screw 
(S) which controls their distance above the SLOCO seat 
(M) and determines the amount of flush. 

Releasing the operating handle (H) permits the auxiliary 
valve (A) to return to its seat. The Non-Clogging by-pass 
(B) permits the pressure to accumulate above the moving 
parts slowly forcing them to the SLOCO seat (M) while 
the flush and refill are taking place. 
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
